Summary of reasons for decision: 

This computer moving image file is deemed objectionable under ss3(2)(a) and 3(2)(b) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. The file contains a scene from a commercial 
website and explicitly depicts sexual activity between two adults. However, the scene goes beyond 
standard adult role play and is contrived to convincingly present the woman as a young person. In 
addition the high extent of sexually violent and coercive content emphasises male dominance and 
sexual gratification while completely minimising female agency and sexual engagement, instead 
focussing on the young woman’s passivity and physical endurance. That the physical endurance and 





extreme discomfort of the woman is intended to sexually arouse the viewer makes clear this 
promotional element and normalises this kind of behaviour. The premise of punishment of a 
schoolgirl not only further reinforces this reading but also tends to promote and support the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. As such the publication is likely to affect not just 
young persons, but adult viewers’ sexual expectations, attitudes and behaviours in such a way that 
would permeate out into the wider society in a harmful way. For these reasons the publication is 
deemed objectionable. This classification interferes with the right to freedom of expression provided 
by the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 but reflects the concern of a free and democratic society 
to limit the availability of publications that encourage the sexual exploitation of young persons and 
present sexual violence and coercion as sexually arousing.
